THE HOME-C OMING SOLDIER 

A S the war apparently comes within measurable dis¬ 
tance offending, all thinking people are concerned 
with the changes which the years may have brought to 
Hhe young men Who enlisted before full maturity.and 
have lived almost a lifetime in the space of two or 
three yiars. Will there be an indefinite period of mal¬ 
adjustment? Can the families at home he depended 
upon to meet the returning soldier wisely, and to exer¬ 
cise patience and understanding? Are we going to 
he able to bridge that gulf of unshared experience ly¬ 


in'; between the stay-at-homes and the men who went 
through tl.e hell of front line action? Will t]ie young 
( eople'who married hurriedly and on short acquaintance 
be able to take up normal domestic life and home-build¬ 
ing after years' of separation ? 

This has become a grave subject of discussion and 
consideration in the United States, and the outlook is 
the mofe serious because there have been many difficul¬ 
ties of adjustment demonstrated by those who have al¬ 
ready returned, from war -scones. It is felt that the 
solidarity of the old conception of home may be shat¬ 
tered on an immensely wide scale, if thereds no advance 
preparation on the part of waiting families. 

t)r. Woodward of the Rehabilitation division of the 
National Cqjnrnittee for Mental Hygiene sets forth ten 
commandments Tor guidance in receiving the returned 
warrior. Welcome him warmly "but do it quietly—don-’t 
call a family reunion. Don’t pry into battle experien¬ 
ces, blii listen understandingTy.' Don’t magnify any dis. 
,abilUy he may have, but face it as a reality. Treat him 
as a normal competent person, not' as an invalid. Ig¬ 
nore any little sl|>s be makes, but commend his efforts. 
Take time to get reacquair.ted and be prepared for 
probable changes. Allow him time and freedom foi 
readjustment. Create an atmosphere of expectancy, en¬ 
courage him.in his old bobbies or his search for congen¬ 
ial work, but don’t pu. h or. nag. Get professional help if 
needed to solve personal or family problems, don’t 
“muddle through.” I.et your own faith be chief stock 
in trade. ■ * •

rpnK Canadian West has bene fitted immeasurably by 
the result of research and laboratory experiment. 
The first benefit that comes to mind is the development 
in early maturing types of. wheat, with no sacrifice in 
quality. Years of patient study and experimentation 
have gone into production of rust-resistant wheat and 
before many years the sawfly resistant wheat may 
prove itself under all tests, Research is engaged in de¬ 
veloping industrial uses for field produce and in increas¬ 
ing the range of usefulness.. 

Every industry of this country depends for its pro¬ 
gress in the competitive world upon thes_e research 
workers, these trained men whose discoveries open new 
worlds. The anxiety expressed by many writers is 
’that Canada may lose this invaluable handful of trained 
men to United States where there is greater demand 
and more opportunity. The Financial Tost in comment 
says: 

“Partly because of the high standing of most of the 
Canadian universities in scientific training, this group 
of Canadians is being eyed with deep intbresf by Ameri¬ 
can industrial enterprises, many of which are now pre¬ 
paring research programs of enormous proportions. 

“With the superb laboratories and research equip- 


dustry supplies its" research departments, it will he lit¬ 
tle wonder if many young Canadians find U.S. oppor¬ 
tunities attractive. 

“The outflow of Canadian brains in the past, has ser¬ 
iously weakened thrr country. We are now likely in fer 
another “bleeding” unless industry, and pejhaps to 
some extent government, prorftptly and decisively lays 
the foundations of a bj-oadseale, imaginative and intel¬ 
ligent research program for peacetime Canada. > 

“In 1939 our expenditures per capita on research n 
the United States and Russia, and not more than one 
and universities, wa about one-eighth of that spent in 
quarter of what was spent in (heat Britain, according 
Canada, including that done by industry, governments 
to C. .1. Mackenzie, president of the National Research 
Council. 

“In Canada in 1939, Dean Mackenzie says, not more 
than of our total research expenditures were made 
for or by private industry. At the same time, British 
industries were spending 25 times more than Canada; 
American indust ies from 70 to 100 times as much. 

“If Canadian industry wants to keep for Canada some 
of the best-trained young Canadians, the time for ac¬ 
tion is now.”

Cjueer things' are happening in 
the old province of Ontario. In the 
piovtfijial elections of 1943, the Con- 
-servatives had the largest" group, 
with the C.CF. a close second. En¬ 
couraged by this success the latter 
tried to barge into municipal affairs 
but in 1941 and 1945 its ticket was 
badly tattered and torn. The reas¬ 
on for their success was that in pro¬ 
vincial (and fede.al) elections’ tne 
Liberals "and* Conservatives divide 
and allow a third party to slip 
through the tfleft. In municipal af¬ 
fairs they unite to defeat any party 
seeking control in municipal mat¬ 
ters. This accounts for C.C.F. fail¬ 
ure in the municipal field. 

In the political field they are be¬ 
ginning, to lo.-e .oiit. One C.F.j'. 
member iir \A indsor has taken his 
demit and joined the Labor-Pro¬ 
gressives. Another mair elected in a 
rural seat in Wellington us C.C.F. 
has pulled out and become a Far¬ 
mer-Labor member. In both cases 
the C.C.F. have expelled the breth¬ 
ren and asked for their resignation 
a, members of the Legislature, in 
the meantime, ex-Premier Hepburn 
eleitfcd as an independent Liberal 
has been made leader of the Liberal 
party and has lined up the Labor- 
Progressives (he once described 
himself as swinging well to the left) 
and it will no doubt appear soon 
that he had solnething to do with 
the defection of those two C.C.F. 
recreants. 

llis hatred of Mackenzie King 
still suivives but is held in check 
by bis hatred of Premier Drew and 
probably too by the .terms of his 
reconciliation with his.former fol¬ 
lowers. Old-time Liberals don't like 
it a bit. They remember the insults 
ho hurled at their federal leader and 
moreover they don’t like his tie-up 
-with The Labor-Progressives. They 
remember that even before the Com¬ 
munists .assumed its respectable 
name he took platform with their 
devoted leader Tim Buck at a mass 
me ting in the highly respectabj* 
citx of Toronto. It is notable that 
wh ,'e the C.C.F. , got nowhere in 
municipal election- in that city the 
L.P.’s did. 'One of them, an-ex-in- 
tcinee became Controller’ with over 
40,009 votes. This in Tory Toronto, 
allegedly bigoted and reactionni y. 
Air Hepburn may bo erratic and un¬ 
stable but be knows where to fish 
Tor vMlrurstrengtti.-*---

'1 here is a certain leeway a member 
has and should l ave for the exercise 
of his own independent judgment, 
but they are going farther than 
that which placed them in the Legis¬ 
lature. it would not be thought 
proper for a man elected as a Liber¬ 
al to turn Tory or C.C.F. without re¬ 
signing and giving his electors a 
chance to approve or disapprove so 
judical a change. On the other hand 
"it was improper and impertinent 
for a labor union in Caigary to de¬ 
mand M. S McCarthy's resign .ion 
because it did not approve some ote 
he gave. He had been elected n as 
a Labor n.ember but a a Cons* vn- 
tive. Maitland wired the union he 
would resign only be was afraid 
lie would not he re-elected.
